It must be also remembered that there are 
many excellent mining agents who cannot form an opinion of ground any 
further than they can see ; and that they sometimes condemn good mines 
when the workings happen to be in poor parts, and report favourably on 
mines which show # bunch of ore, however small it might be. There are 
other mine agents who can make very shrewd guesses where the richer 
ground lies, but are very incompetent managers of mines. Both qualities 
united in the same person are not always met with, as is too commonly 
supposed. 

Again, the rocks and their contents are often so variable in character, 
that a very good mine agent, taken from Cornwall, and placed in the{lead 
mines of Cumberland, would be at a loss, and would require ajmew ap- 
prenticeship, before he could form an opinion on the nature of thejveins, 
and their contents, A miner from a limestone district, placed underground 
in the granite and killas of Cornwall, would require similar training, 

The following variety will give some idea of the different characters 
of mines :— 

1. Mines in granite, hard and soft, on the flank, and in the middle’of ‘the’mass 
Stream-works and veins. Minerals—gold, tin, copper, and sometimes lead, . 

2. Mines in gneiss, such as the silver mines in Sweden, Freyberg,'and in South 
America; and also some of the lead mines in Spain. 

3. Mines in micaceous schist, such as the silver mines of Mariquita, &. 

4. The outerops of mineral bands in primary clay slates, producing. copper ,fae in 
Norway, Namaqualand, the United States, and in the slaty districts,of North Wales. 
Also gold in South America, California, Australia, and other places, 

5. Copper mines in the massive clay-slate, known as “ killas” in Cornwall, in re- 

ular lodes, and the lead and copper mines in the fragmentary rock, called by the 
rinans *‘ grauwacke,” in very irregular and detached masses of ore. 

6. Lodes in the regular laminated crystalline slates, as in the Isle of Man. 

7. The lead and iron ore deposits of the sedimentary limestone, with all the u. 
liarity of the veins in the different beds, with their heaves, slips, slickenslides, floors, 
twiches, swallow holes, &c. 

These, and many other kinds of metalliferous formations require much 
study to render persons capable of forming a just opinion thereon, That 
is, if such an opinion is expected to be of any value, and a certain degree 
of responsibility may be attached thereto.

““SLICKENSLIDES,” OR THE POLISHED SIDES OF MINERAL 

VEINS AND OTHER JOINTS IN ROCKS. 
Si1z,—The highly polished and striated faces which are commonly ob- 
served on the walls and the joints of mineral veins are called by miners 
‘‘slickenslides.”’ The slickenslides seen in the lead mines in the metalli- 
ferous limestone in the North of England have been frequently noticed 
by various writers—Conybeare, Phillips, and many others. I am sur- 
prised that Mr. Henwood has not seen slickenslides in the limestone and 
millstone grit of the North, more especially as the phenomenon is very 
common there. 

I first inspected some of the lead mines of Cumberland in 1832, in com- 
pany with Mr. Joseph Dickinson, and saw slickenslides in various mines 
that were wrought in the great limestone bed, and have seen the same 
thing many times since. Slickenslides are also very common in the joints 
of soft schorlaceous and black micaceous granite. I have seen them in 
granite, gneiss, micaceous schists, and also in all the sedimentary forma- 
tions—the limestone, coal measures, and, in short, up to the chalk. In 
the lead mines of Derbyshire these polished surfaces are often jet black, 
like mirrors; and when this glassy coating of lead ore happens to be on 
sulphate of baryta, the polished side is liable to burst, and cause loud ex- 
plosion, on being first laid bare. To avoid accidents, the miners take the 
precaution of making small incisions with the point of a pick, and then 
retire to some distance, until the smooth surface has burst from the side, 
which generally takes place in ten or fifteen minutes. However, the 
slickenslides of the granites and slates are not subject to such effects, being 
mere polished masses of rock, such as quartz, felspar, and limestone. 

The great longitudinal slickenslides seen on the walls of north and south 
veins in the crystalline slates are produced by a primary movement of 
some of the parallel masses in a direction corresponding to the fluted 
surfaces; but the vertical grooves and polished faces are produced by a 
secondary movement of the smaller masses, such as ‘‘ slips’’ and “‘ slides,”’ 
or jammed broken masses between the main walls, dropping like wedges, 
or forced upwards by the accumulation of mineral matter below. 

The following, among other information on the subject, is given in my 
work on Geology and Magnetism, second edition, pp. 65, 73 :— 

** The «ides of the great flookan cross-conrses, main faults, or the great meridional 
splite (north and south courses), are invariably grooved and polished, from the effect 
of the longitudinal movements of the parallel masses (i.¢., one side sliding on the 
other), and thus causing heaves and dislocations. The angular direction of the 
striated polished sides of the polar splits of South America vary from 10° to 30° from 
the horizon, rising towards the north, and are seen not only along the sides of exten- 
sive achistose ridges for miles, but also for many fathoms in depth, in the mines of 
the slaty district. * * * The planes of thesejoints, and also the oblique trans- 
verse fractures caused by their movements, are often seen with polished striw@ from 
the rubbing, or sliding and squeezing of the separated masses on each other; and as 
the direction of the secondary action must necessarily depend on local conditions, 
being rometimes vertical, horizonta], or diagonal, the polished grooves are not al- 
ways parallel, but often curved, and in various undulations.” 

The walls of the silver mines of Mariquita, in New Granada, exhibit 
this phenomenon to the depth of about 100 fms., and for about 100 fms. 
north and south, and doubtless the grooved polished surfaces will be 
traced as far as the workings may be carried on. The rock in which 
these rich silver mines are inclosed is a compound of micaceous achist and 
bands of gneiss, Some of the polished quartzose sides present the appear- 
ance of mosaic work, inlaid with brilliant yellow pyrites. ‘The striated 
lished joints have not yet been discovered in the mineral districts of 
Namaqualand or in Australia. They are common in Chili, and, indeed, 
in all countries intersected by cross-courses. The sides of faults in the 
coal measures often exhibit a similar ce.

APEL, 
SAFETY VALVES. 


Si2,—In your Journal of May 16, your Wolverhampton correspondent gives a dia- 
gram and dercription of a public trial of a novel safety valve, invented by Mr. Joshua 
Horton, Brierley Hill, Staffordshire. I have been patiently waiting for some of your 
correspondents’ criticisms on this trial, and in the absence of such, feel induced to 
cher deaurieiag toe venetitel oat 

After ng the beaut action of the valve in get rid of the su) 6 
steam evolved when the water in the boiler is at its pon cng by your pone tare 
proceeds to state that the whole of the water was drawn from the boiler, and that the 
* main experiment’ commenced. The firing was continued, and the bottom plates 
of the boiler soon became of a red-heat, and all present retired to arespectable distance, 
toawait the result. The engineer then injected cold water upon the red-hot plates by 
means of a force pump, 3 in. diameter and 4-in. stroke. The moment the water wae 
injected there was a violent puffof steam from the safety valve, and all danger was over. 

It certainly does appear to me incredible that a number of respectable and scientific 
gentiemen should seriously lend themselves to this solemn farce—the engineer threw 
into the empty boiler 1 lb. weight of water; there was a violent puff of steam at the 
safety valve, and the danger was over. Astonishing! 

Mr. J. Horton have bis boiler partially filled with water; let him have brick 
floes round, as in ordinary circumstances, so that the sides of the boiler may become 
red-hot above the water (we will leave the float out of the experiment). Now, what 
is the consequence? That the generation of steam on until re is 
rreater than the counter-weight on the valve-lever; that the large valve imme- 
diately blows off: that the equilibrium in the boiler is destroyed ; that, consequently, 
the water rushes up the red-hot sides of the boiler; that it becomes mixed with the 
rurcharged steam ; and finally, that the boiler is violently rent asunder. The extra 
sive of the valve is against it. Nay, more, were the boiler mounted with six (instead 
of one) of them, equally divided along the length of the boiler, I am fully satisfied 
that the explosion would be only the more sudden and terrific. If, on the contrary, 
‘he safety valve could be rendered inoperative, when the water had become so low 
that the sides of the boiler were red-hot, it would present the best probabilty of suc- 
cess as a preventative of explosions—as it is an universally accepted opinion that 
mos’ of the explosions in sbell boilers arise from the equilibriam being destroyed, 
either by the blowing off of the safety valve, or the anuvios of the engine. 

I wish to say nothing against Mr. J. Horton’s safety valve. I like the principle of 
it very well—in fact, any one will see at a glance that it is impossible (so long as the

THE SPECULATIVE MINING MARKET, AND CATHERINE 
AND JANE CONSOLS. 


S1x,—Amongst other anomalies which mining presents, there is nothing to be ob- 
served of a more remarkuble character than the preference in most cases given by the 
public to worthless schemes, and the avoidance of good ones. Your own columns 
most atrongly corroborate the fact here stated, in the complaints which are constantly 
being thundered forth by disappointed shareholders,—either lamenting the pressure 
of calls, enquiring after reports promised to be issued regularly, when the concern was 
first launched, after the locality of the management, the whereabouts of the accretary, 
or other enquiries indicating fear and bewilderment. So many instances of the cre- 
dulity—in fact, of the public in this matter—have come within my own knowledge, 
that I have ventured to ask you for space in‘‘Our Journal” to enquire intocauses, and, 
if possible, to suggest remedies, even although my reward may be that which generally 
attends gratuitous advice—namely, to have it rejected. 

After mature reflection, I have arrived at one conclusion, which may be considered 
an important element in the question—namcly, that the greater part of the losses the 
public sustain by speculative mining (by which I mean buying into anything except 
dividends) are the consequence of their own want of discernment, or of circumspection. 
A scheming mining agent has only to make the reports ona given concern couleur de 
rose—invent a host of falsehoods in distorted or suppressed facts, and spread his nets 
(a **sean ” would be an appropriate term if the mine be a Cornish one) far and wide, 
anda crop of victims is certain to be the result? A notable case, in point, has come 
very lately under observation, where a lead mine in a county fe gee Wales was 
brought into notice in 600 shares, of which 500 were free, with J0/. paid-up, and 100 
were calling shares up to 10/.; or, in other words, the capital was 6090/,, for an em- 
bryo mine, which might, or might not, prove of value, and the greater part, if not 
all, were, with thi¢ striking anomaly of constitution, taken and paid for—say, 5000!

in leas than three months after it was wound up), and advising me to take a large

THE RATING OF ROYALTIES OF MINES. 
The committee on this amended subject assembled on Monday, to take 
evidence for the first time this session. There were present—Mesers. 
Kendall, M. Williams, Colvile, Ridley, W. O. Foster, Davies, and G. H. 
Cavendish. 


Mr. Watrex Barnnriner, examined by Mr. Rintey said—I have been 
a long time resident in mining districts. At Alston Moor and Teesdale l am partner 
in the office of the law agents of the London Lead Company. Upon the establishment 
of their branch office at Middleton, the g t was confided to me ; and after- 
wards, npon the decline of my father-in-law, I had placed in my hands the superin- 
tendenee of the Lead Compuny’s works. During the whole of my life I have been 
engaged in, and conversant with, lead mining operations, My view of the iaw relating 
to mine rating, as laid down by Lord Mansfield in his judgment, in which the 
Company were parties, is that the Legislature, in the time of Elizabeth, for 
the reason stated by Lord Manstield, did, for the encouragement of industry—to give 
employment to the residents of the country, and promote wealth—deem it desirable 
to exempt mines from rates; and I conceive there were good grounds for that deci- 
sion. The ground of that decision was, that coal mines being named, all others were 
considered exempt. The lords’ dues were still rateable to poor, if paid in kind; 
for it was considered by the lawyers, that when the rate was paid in kina it came 
under the denomination of land, and on that ground the rate was paid; but I conceive 
thet to have been an evasion of the statute of Elizabeth. I believe the London Lead 
Company carry on their mining operations ap enya A in Alston Moor, Ti 
Westmoreland, and Weardale. At Alston Moor they ho 
at leases for 20 at a reservation of 1-7th inkind. The lord’s dues are — 
in any event, whether the mine is profitable or profit) The miners un 
company work for wages. The mine is allotted out to them three times a year, and 
they have also so muc. ton allowance for the ground they cut. Our method of 
working is by horizontal driving. The country is mountainous, and we take advan- 
tage and Crive in horizontal drivings. We have shafts, however, for the 1 of 
ventilation. I have known some of our leases to run out without any profit. I have 
known 30 years toexpire before anything was obtained. In 19 cases out of 20 the work- 
ing of lead mines lead only to disappointment. What induces us to go on so long a time 
thout a t is that eventually we hope there may bea profit. When we do geta 
mine it affords us a good return, so as to cover the loss. In the case tc which 1 refer of 80 
years having expired, the directors contemplated the aban t of the mine, and 
were only prevented from doing so by the urgent remonstrancee of their manager. The 
amount annually expended by the company on Alston Moor, and elsewhere, is about 
70,000/., which includes mining materials. The amount for wages last year was 
very nearly 35,600. The produce of the ore raised during a year amounts to from 
80,000/, to 82,0002. a year; that is the selling price of the produceof the mines, That 
was the case for 1856, and from 1850 to 1855, the average varied hae an ag In 
1817, the direction established a fund for the assistance of their workmen in sick~ 
ness and old age, and to give something towards the funeral expenses of their work 
men on their death. That fund, however, was found to beu too liberal a basis, and 
it became insolvent. Anew fund was subsequently established, to which the Lead 
Company contributed 600/. per annum, and each man paid 30s. a year. Since that 
time the company have contributed upwards of 8000/. There is a balance of 25,0007, 
In October, 1856, it was 25,3437. 0s. 5d. When the men became sick, or unable to 
work, they receive from that fund 7s. po week ; if they did not receive from it they 
would become chargeable to the parish, and go into the workhouse, That fund isa 
great relief to the poor-rates of the district. The company pay attention to 
the education of the children of the miners. There are two schools established by 
the Ne Ot og in Alston Moor, and the other at Teesdale, The om gy! pro- 
vided the schools and schoolmasters, and everything connected with them. In the 
case of the other mines in the other two districts, as the men were scattered overa 
large district of the country, the company contributed 3s. per quarter to the loca. 
schools for every child of a miner attending there. Toe company made it compulsory 
for its entire mining population to send their children—the boys from the age of 
6 to 12, and the girls from 6 to 14. In Teesdale the company rented under the Duke 
of Cleveland, Mr. Hutchinson, and Mr. Bowes, Those holdings under the Duke and 
Mr. Hutchinson were held for 21 years’ lease, with renewal, and thore under Mr. 
Bowes for 31 years, with the privilege of renewal of the lease at the expiration of the 
term. The dues reserved to the Duke of Cleveland were one-sixth in money, to Mr. 
Hutchinson on the basis of one-sixth in kind, and to Mr. Bowes on a portion of 
old openings of the mine, and one-eighth on the new openings. In past years the 
London Lead Company have spent 15,000/. a year for new explorations. I have 
known the company in some cases spend from 10,000/, to 15,000/. in exploratione, for 
which not one single ounce of ore was obtained. I consider it very unjust to puta 
rate upon the mines, which were not rateable at the time those explorations were com- 
menced, and, if exacted, it will tend to put a stop to all further explorations, In my 
opinion, the exaction of a rate would not only be unjust, but it would be impolitic. 
If mineral mines are to become responsible for poor-rates, it wiil be honest to place 
them upon the lord rather than upon the adventurer; but I do not think it will be 
good policy to place them upon either. It certainly would be very unjust to place 
any portion of them upon the adventurer. The Le Company, in their four districts, 
paid in lords’ dues last year21,771/. An assessment upon lords’ dues would be largest 
when it was least wanted, and smallest when it was most required. The expenditure 
of the Lead Company for 1856 was 130,6587. When I entered upon the management 
of the works, I was entering upon a losing concern; that loss had been going on for 
some years. I was informed that in years of prosperity a sum of money was annually 
set apart to meet such contingencies. I set to work, andin five years I had suce 
ceeded in bringing the mines into a beneficial condition. Never prior to 1761 had 
there been an assessment of the mines to the poor-rates, Since that time 25 new 
mines have been opened in the district. In the district of Alston Moor, the poor are 
entirely supported out of the mines, and the land has received great additional value 
from the mines. Had there been no mines those lands would bave;been mere sheep- 
walks, and there would have been but few houses. On the whole, miners are short 
lived, but the mines have been so well ventilated lately that their lives will now ave- 
rage higher than they did formerly. If, however, a workman is taken ill, and re- 
mains so for a long time—say, in a case of consumption—he is maintained as long as 
the surgeon certifies he ought to be so maintained, and the expense of his support 
for that time is borne by the company. The company’s charter was granted to them 
in the 3d and 4th William and Mary, The dividend rarely exceeds I/. per sbare; if 
it exceeds that the company give a bonus on 10,000 shares, 

By the Cuateman,—In Alston Moor, the owners of land are connected 
with mines, There is alargeemployment o/ mines, and employers of labour are com- 
pelled to pay higher wages in consequence of the great number of men employed in 
mines, ‘There are a great number of small independent mines on Alston Moor worked 
by compantes who hold leases for 21 years. In Teesdale a large number of persons 
would be glad to have no mine rating; but they do net complain much of it, as they 
think, perhaps, that if the rating was taken off, and put upon the land, mining 
operations might not be upon such a satisiactory footing. In Alston Moor, “ the 
cream of the bowl” was gone, the predecessors of the Lead Company buving leit 
them ouly the worst produce of the mines, taerefore they had only to wke up what 
had been passed over by others. 

By Mr. Witu1ams,—I know, from my own knowledge of Teesdale, that 
in every family one or more members of it ure employed in mines. I believe that 
nine-tenths of the population of Teesdale are employed in mines, and the other one- 
tenth in agriculture. Whatever relief was given to the poor came from the land, and 
that capability of the land to give those rates was through the mines. I have consi- 
dered the question, and, in my opinion, there is no injustice whatever in the landed 
interest bearing that proportion, a« nearly ali the value of the land has been given 
to it by the mining interest: had there been no mines, there would have been no 
town there; the land wonld have been merely used as sheep-walks. [ have consi- 
dered the question of royalty, and, in my opinion, it is excessive. As the mines were 
not burdened with poor-rates in the time of Elizabeth, it would be unjust to put that 
burden upon them now. The landlords and the landholders have a much greater 
value in land now, with all their burdens of poor-raies, than they would have had if 
there had been no such burdens brought bs the mines, If the puor-rate was now 
taken off the land and put upon the mines, it would be giving a bonus to the agri- 
cultural and landed interests. The district of Alston Moor would be a mere nothing 
were it not for the existence of the mines; and the agricultural interest ought to 

well content to take the land, with all the burdens upon it, for the ac vantages 
they derive from the mines. I think it reasonable, under all the circumstances I 
have etated, that the landed interest should bear all the bardens, both mining and 
agricultural, for the advantages they derive from the mines—the value of the land is 
largely increaeed by mines. Ln the north you will rarely meet with a single instance 
of an able-bodied man, a miner, going to the poor-house for relief. They are too 
spirited a body of men for that; they would feel itto bea deep degradation to have 
recourse to the poor-rates. If believe there would be no justice in relieving the agri- 
cultural interest of their burdens, If there are nine-tenths of mining population, they 
have been amply benefited by the increased value of their land through the mines. 
The mines have for years been exempt from rates, and that exemption ought to be 
continued, as an encouragement to fresh explorationa.—Q. Should not the lord of the 
land, who runs no risk whatever in the collection of bis dues, give thet encourage- 
ment which is essential to the working of mines, instead of throwing sdditional bur- 
dens on his neighbours, who have only avery indirect interest in the working of those 
mines’?—A. I think the justice of the oase, taking the first circumstances into ac- 
count, would be done to leave the burdon where it is at present—thut is, with the 
landed interest. 

By Mr. Hussy Vivian,—Our mill in Teesdale is rated at 50/.a year; 
a few years ago it was not rated at ail. It was considered that it was a matter con- 
nected with the mine; but they wanted to get a hold on the company, and rated it. 
The rates in the parish where the company’s mines are, are a little higher than those 
of the surrounding parishes, where there are no mines; they areabout 3s. in 1/, The 
eompany provide medical relief for the men out of thelr owa pockets, independently 
of the allowance made to them during sickness, out of the fund to which the men 
themselves contribute. I believe that if ail the mining operations throughout Eng- 
land were (o cease to-morrow, the landed interest would be In # much woree condi- 
tion than it is at present, 

By the Cuarmman,— Where there is a large population congregated in 
the neighbourhood, the landed property is greatly benefited by that popu: ia

Mr. Wriu1ams,—If the royalty was taxed, it would go to the relief

tr. Riptzy,—The landed interest got the cream of the mines in 
Alston Moor. If the company wished to make them more profitable, they must go to 
a depth, and that could only be done at an increased outlay. 

rv. CuristorHer LonspaLe Brapiey wasthe next witness. He said 
—I liveat Richmond, in Yorkshire, and have been engaged in mining operations for 
the last 20 years. I hold under a 21 years’ lease, at Swaledale, under Sir George 
Denys and others. The leases are held on payment of a royalty of 1-6th in kind at 
the mill door. The ores of the lead mines of this district contain only about 2 ozs. of 
silver to a ton of lead, which is less than other districts. I have given attention to 
the subject of rating of mines, and I think it would be unfair and detrimental to 
their interests, more especially to those of the Swaledale mines. I think the im- 
position of a rate on mines would be a great injustice, as we have laid out our money 
on the faith of the exemption of such property. It would tend to check mining ope- 
rations. From 1835 to 1856 we have expended in working one mine 107,464/., from 
which we have received 94,720/., being a deficiency of 12,740/.: out of that 18,944/, 
has been paid for royalty. The average annual produce of the Swaledale district is 
from 4000 to 4500 tons of lead. I agree generally in the evidence of Mr. Bainbridge, 
having discussed the subject with him previously. HHecomes from the same district. 
To give my opinion would simply be to go over the same ground as he has done. 

By the Cuatnrman,—The rating of royalty was paid from 1815 to 1820, 
I never heard the subject much discussed, No poor-rate was ever paid except between 
1815 and 1820 for any of the mines that I know of. That was many years before I was 

uainted with mines. : 

y Mr. Witx1ams,—The poor population is principally a mining one 
—three-fourths mining and one-fourth agricultural. Between 1815 and 1820 the rates 
increased to 103.in 1/, They have gradually decreased since, and are now 3s. 6d. to 
4s.in 1/. The occupation of the population is very materially affected by the rise and 
fall in the price of lead. No doubt, if the mines were in a depressed state, and we 
could not give beneficial employment, the poor-rate would be increased, but that has 
not happened in my time: it happened from 1816 to 1820. Such a state of things 
would be some tax upon the landowner, but he has been deriving great benefit in 
consequence of the increased value of the land. At present, 1 do not think the 
burdens are equal to the increased value of the land. Supposing the mines were to 
cease, I dare say the miners, not able-bodied, might come to the parish. 

By Mr. Hussgy Vivtan,—The rate is now 3s. 6d. or 4s. in 1/. over a 
very extensive area. Im agricultural districts it is about 2s, 6d. or 3s, in 1/. The 
value of the land in the mining districts has increased to a greater extent than the 
burden of poor-rate has increased. 

By Mr. Foster,—Since 1820, the value of land has increased, but I 
should say the mining population has not. The miners are also small occupiers of 
land, and pay rates. There are also some smal! occupiers of land not immediately 
connected with mining, who carry our ore and lead to market. 

By Mr. Davies,—The rating of mines would be very detrimental to 
speculation. It would not cause all speculation to cease, butit would retard it if mines 
were tobe rated. Ifthe lord was rated, of course it would make very little difference. 

Mr. Cotvire,—Is it not the case that anything that alarms the mine 
owners depresses the value of mines! It does. This measure has not however given 
rise to any agitation in the district. 

By the Cuarnman,—Our prospects at present are, that unless the lords 
make some reduction in their dues, I feara great number of miners wil! thave to leave 
the district ; aud from the great demand for miners to work the newly-discovered 
fron ores of Cleveland, which are only distant 30 to 40 miles from Swaledale, where 
they find ready occupation. Something requires to be done. 


At this stage of the proceedings, the committee adjourned till Friday. 
SECOND DAY. 
The committee re-assembled yesterday (Friday). 


Mr. R. H. Jackson examined by the Cuarrman,—I am a clergyman, 
aud reside at Newmarket, Flintshire. There are some mines in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood—the Talargoch Mine, the largest lead mine in the county, It has been 
worked for a long time; for 200 years the company have kept books; it has been a 
sul jul mine. The number of persons employed, men and boys, is about 500; the 

boys are put to wash ore about 12 or 14. The wages till 1853 were 10s, per week ; 
there was then a serious strike, which ended in 15s. a week. The partners clean the 
shafts and levels, and then the men are let bargainsafter that. There are only about 
150 in this piecework ; the others are adventurers, and, therefore, their wages isa 
risk. The miners complained to the owners that their wages did not make more than 
an average of 10s. per week, but after the strike it came to 15s. per week. I cannot 
exactly speak as to the profits, but I believe the royalty has been about 2000/. a year. 
Iam not quite prepared to say what the royalty is, but 1 think it is about 1-lith. 
The Bishop of St. Asaph, Lord Mostyn, and Lady Windsor, are the chief proprietors : 
the Bishop has merely amineral right. I cannot say when the mineral right was 
separated from the territorial, but it was a very long time ago. There are a great 
many persons who are interested in the minerals who are not interested in the sur- 
face. The mine is worked by a company of persons resident at Holywell, which is 
about eight miles from the mine; they are wholly otherwise unconnected with the 
parish. Asa body, the miners are short-lived, which arises from the nature of the 
work, and not from accidents. The mines are well ventilated, and care is taken of 
them in that way. As to education, the company subscribe 20/. a year, and Lady 

indsor gives 6d. per ton for all the lead raised, as her share to the school. There 
are about 150 children, of which four-fifths are childrenof miners, The proportion 
paid by the children is 1d. each. Some time ago, when the school was built, each 
miner subscribed 12s. towards its erection. I have a letter from the incumbent of 
the parish, from which it appeared that the National Society paid 100/.; Government 
grant, 200/.; the miners, 186/.; Hon. Robert Clive, 200/.; and the farmers carried 
the stones as their contribution. The contribution of the farmers was in an equal 
ratio to the children sent by them. The pauperism of that parish falls exceedingly 
severe upon the ratepayers, in consequence of the death of the miners; but the 
pauperism of adjoining parishes is greater, in consequence of the miners residing out 
ofthe parish. he miners live very scattered, as there are very few houses about the 
works, There is no club belonging to the mine, but there are several benefit so- 
cieties in the neighbourhood. If the miner falls ill, he generally avails himself of 
the club of the parish. The royalty is 2000/., and the rated property of the parish 
would not be more, I do not know the poor-rate of that parish, but I should say it 
was 3s. or 4s. in 1/. If there is any relief paid to the miners it is fixed by the agri- 
culturists. My parish is Newmarket, which is about a mile from the mine. In case 
of accident or ill-health, those miners residing in this parish, and working at the 
mine, are supported by this parish; the proprietor of the mine does not assist him. 
The ratepayers are not connected with the adventurers of the mine. The parish con- 
tains about 950 acres; the rent toll is 1825/.; and the rateable value about 15001, ; 
the proportion of miners to agriculturists as paupers is very great, in the proportion 
of 20 to 3. If these mines were to stop, the effect would be to throw them all upon 
the parish, unless they emigrated. Of late an iron mine has started, so that if the 
mine stopped it would not be so bad for us as it would have been. It is a very great 
grievance to the farmers to support the mining poor. The existence of the mine does 
not benefit us at all in the sale of our produce, as there are capital markets within an 
easy distance. The advantage from the mine does not balance the heavy payment of 
poor-rates. The miners are very glad if they can get the land to pay a higher rate 
for it, but what they pay for poor-rates does not at all affect the rateable value of the 

d. In the neighbouring parish of Gwanysgor, the poor-vate for the miner is 50 per 
cent.; the average is 94. The rental is 1107/., rateable value 968/,, and the poor-rate 
is 4s. in 1/. The farmers are not interested in the mine to any amount; they havea 
redundant population, and would suffer considerably if the mires were stopped, the 
— being 380. As far as the produce of that parish goes in the shape of small 

uckstering, the sale of the produce would be affected. Taking the parish as a whole, 
there are large farmers who are independent of the mine ; the farmer will not waste 
his time in selling small quantities. As far as that parish is concerned, the parish 
would be very much oppressed for some years in supporting the widows and children, 
I do not think the farmers would care about having a mine started fresh, the balance 

ing too great in favour of the mining population. The tavern and other shopkeepers 
do derive a benefit. The other parish is Dyserth, about a mile from the works. In 
that parish the great proportion of the miners live. The population of that parish 
is about 1000, The rateable value will be considerably above 2000/. We have large 
farms there. I should say that half the miners reside there. The labour market is 
well supplied. We have one principal shopkeeper, and one or two taverns. Out of 
the rates paid, the proportion paid by the agrieulturists is four-fifths of the whole 
amount. They would be very seriously affected if the mine were to stop, as far as 
the rates go. There was a stoppage and disturbance last summer, but terms were 
come to in October. Had, however, it gone on through the winter, the result would 
have been disastrous. In the strike of last summer, they went about and made a col- 
lection from the farmers and the gentry. I have a letter from the rector of one of 
the parishes, who says—‘‘ It should be observed that four out of nine of the miners 
who have got a settlement in the parish were not natives but immigrants.” That is 
not the general proportion, not even one-third as a general rule. The four out of 
nine refers to one particular parish, and if the mine was to stop that parieh would be 
very much embarrassed; that embarrassment would continue for some time. The 
able-bodied would go away, and so would the young; the old and those who have 
families would remain. The relative proportion of logs if the mine was to stop would 
not be so great as if the mine was to goon. They would be gainers after they had 
got over the first difficulty. Almost all the agricultural produce sold is independent 
of the mine, and so is the value of the land, on account of the proximity of such good 
markets. We believe the mine has been profitable, as it has been worked on. I 
never heard of ah application to the lords for a reduction of the royalty on account 
of losses, but I am not able to speak to that correctly, as I have only been six years 
in the neighbourhood. There is a doctor’s fund, who is paid by a deduction of 4s. a 
year from the miners’ wages. I think he only attends the miner himeelf, not his 
family. After the miner has become weak, if poor after he is worn out, he is handed 
over to the agricultarist. 

Mr. CavenpisH,—I do not know whether the royalty is rated to the 
highway ; I rather think not; there was an immense amount of traffic on the road 
from the mines before the railway was made; the roads were considerably torn up. 

Mr. Rip.ey,—I am not able to state positively whether the lords’ 
dues have been rated or not. The working miners work in about four parishes ; 
they have a good number of their own on lease ; some freehold, which are rateable to 
the poor. In my parish, the greater part of the miners have been bred and born 
there, and, therefore, are —T on the same footing, as regards residence, as other 
people. They would have been chargeable in any event; but a miner marries, dies 
young, and his wife, from another parish, and her children become chargeable to the 
parish forever. Lately, an iron mine has been opened, and they have tried another 
one, but did not find sufficient ore to justify them going on. 

y Mr. Davres,—The good markets, in one sense, may be dependent 
upon the mining interest, but the corn market is at Liverpool; all the corn goes 
there. If the royalties gre rated to the highway, we should not have a right to claim 
any portion of the rating. 

By Mr. Cotvite,—The miners only contribute directly by paying rates 
on their dwellings. With regard to the rest of the agricultural produce, that goes 
to two markets six miles off. The miners buy from the huckster’s shop, which sells 
the produce raired there. The miners assist the farmers during the harvest, but the 
farmers do not want them, as they get labourers from a distance—from the higher 
partof Wales, I do not say that the market would not actually lose something if the

By Mr. Hussey Vivian,—The population of Holywell and Bay! is 
about 9000; there are, too, about 3000 strangers for six months in the year. ere 
are very large melting works upon which the prosperity of Holywell depends; they 
melt the produce of the mines; as regards those works, they are of course of great 
importance. If the lead mining of Flint was to be stopped, the prosperity of Holy. 
well would be affected, but not to the extent it has been by previous difficulties 
the county. I allude to the stoppege of large cotton works, and a banking-house. 
Large quantities of zine and copper are also produced and smelted, and large num- 
bers of men are employed. The works might cease, but the markets would not be 
very seriously affected. The 500 minersemploye in my district represent a popula- 
tion of 2000 persons; some of them, I fancy ali of them, are large consumers of agri- 
cultural produce; that is, the produce of our immediate neighbourhood ; but some 
of it comes from Denbigh. The small butchers in the district get their meat from 
the farmers in the neighbourhood, but the farmers would sell their meat quite as 
well‘elsewhere. The parishes of my district are very high let, and above the average, 
but I do not attribute that to the existence of the mines. The farmersin this parish 
have not become paupers, nor have the others gained their fortunes. I attributethe 
high renting of land not to the industrial occupations carried on on them, but to the 
action of a person a century ago, who then gave the place a spirt by trying to es- 
tablish a town there. If the mines were to cease it would not affect my parish; 
the other parishes I cannot speak to. If all the mining operations in the county 
were to stop the market at Holywell would be effected, but I do not know that 
would affect the value of the land. I hold land in the parish where I reside, and 
sixSacres in an adjoining parish, not eo much a mining one as my own, and in the 
former I am double rated. Iam unable tostate the average poor-rates for the county. 
The ore is conveyed to the melting works, or for shipment, by a railway. The lords 
have an interest in the surface. The lead proprietor, with the solitary exception of 
the Bishop of St. Asaph, the owners of the surface and the owners of the minerals are 
the same. The priucipal proprietors of the surface are Lord Mostyn, Lady Wiadsor, 
the Bishop of St. Asaph, and Sir Pierce Mostyn. There are other small owners who 
purchased property probably in the neighbourhood, and the lords of the soil have re- 
ceived the minerals. The lords of the soil do actually, through their tenants, pay 
rates; but the pressure can scarcely be said to come upon them, It is upon the 
farmer. Ithink it ought to arjust itself ina greater measure in the rent than it does. 

By the CuarrmMan,—With the exception of the Bishop of St. Asaph, 
| the proprietary of the soil and the underground surface are the same. I cannot ex- 

actly say the proportion of the bishop—but not quite a third. The hardship would 
| be upon those who pay indirec’ ly the bishop’sshare. As to Holywell, there are other 
chemical works besides lead works, and if the lead was taken away it would make a 
slight difference to Holywell. It matters not to the landed interest in a district 
whether Holy well exists or not; it would not affect thesaleofproduceatall. The parish 
is very unevenly let; some farms are let at half the rent of othere. Those miners 
who have horses, are those who have made successful ventures, and made between 
502. and 60), There have been cases were the miners have not received any money for 
six months. The moment a miner invests his money above ground he is rated to the 
poor; but the lord, with his farm underground, is not rated. 

By Mr. Ripiey,—Some of the mines are let at a very long lease. 

By the Cuarrman,—Supposing the whole of the mining interest in the 
country, mining and smelting, were to be annihilated, would the rent fall precipi- 
tately? Judging from my own opinion, I should think that it would not affect the 
value of the land.

he Wrrness,—At a meeting of the Board of Guardians of a union of 
16 parishes, there were only two adverse to the ratingof mines, That was two years 
ago, and last summer the board was unanimous in favour of rating the lords.

At this mine is used blast- 
furnaces, which are rated rather heavily to the poor. They are rated from 70/. to 
250/. That rate has reference to the capital laid out in the furnace, Still I think it 
may be considered that the mine inthat : »pectis rated tothe poor. These minesof 
ironstone are almost invariably in the hands of those who melt it; so that in rating 
the blast-furnace the mine is rated. I cannot say that any difference in rating takes 
place where iron accompanies coal. Ina general way, I may say a furnace smelting 
iron would produce 150 tons a week ; and if the mine be rated to the poor for coal, it 
would come out something like 70/. or 80/. payment in money for each furnace. The 
royalty is 6d. per ton on coal, If the rate be assessed upon the royalty, there might 
be 4s. rates, which would be about Id. and 1-5th per ton, which would be a very se- 
rious matter. The Welsh mine, in those portions of the coal field hitherto worked by 
level, is exhausting very fast, and deep shafts are now being sunk at a very great ex- 
pense. Now, you must raise 5 tons of rubbish tol ton of coalor ore. A third of the 
iron is imported into Wales, owing to the expense of gaining it. I donot consider it 
desirable, but detrimental, to impose addition burdens upon mines. I think all min- 
ing ought to be dealt very leniently with, in consequence of the great uncertainty 
attending it, There are very many instances of its being quite unremunerative. 
The miners generally receive good wages, and in mg be the large works they sub- 
scribeto funds; they have also benefit societies, to which they subscribe; they are 
also members of building societies, and build houses. 1 have not known poor-rates 
increase in consequence of the opening of a mine. I think all classes are benefited. 
i think the most remarkable instance is the Aberdare district, where land is let at from 
20/. to 39/, an acre, perannum, for building purposes, the agricultural value being 
about 20s. When houses are built they are rated tothe poor. There may be some 
instances of the children of miners allowing their parents to go to the workhouse, 
but they are very few. I should cons‘der the shutting up of the mines would bea 
very greatcalamity. Ifld. per ton was imposed it would be a very serious matter, 
although it might not put a stop to mining operations, for the stuff must be bad out. 
I should say that ld. per ton, more or less per royalty, would break off a negotia- 
tion; it would be regarded as a very serious matter, and #9 would the imposition of 
a tax of ld. per ton. I am interested in coal, but not iniron. I am, therefore, 
rated tothe poor; but think a tax upon iron would be felt very much. 

By the Cuatrman,—The miners’ wages vary from 18s. to 30s. per week 
I think they are provident asa body; they build a great many houses. The parents 
are assisted by the children, perhaps, from a double motive—natural affection and 
legal liability. It would depend upon circumstances whether a mixed mine is more 
valuable than a single mine, but I think I would prefer a mixed mine. It some- 
times affords a facility for working when the mine is mixed. As regards the lord, 
the value of the mine would altogether depend upon the qualityof thecoal. Ifa 
rate was imposed upon iron, there would be no difficulty in ascertaining the quan- 
tity raised. We can make, generally speaking, as good iron in Wales as in other 
countries. The mineral property is owned by the owners of the surface. I think 
the owner of the mine is in all cases the owner of the surface. I do know of in- 
stances where the owners of farms have nothing whatever to do with the mines. We 
have some iron quarries in Wales, but I am not quite sure whether or not they are 
rated to the poor. In those cases where the farmers are not interested they pay re-

moderate settlement. I know a great many instances where farmers are consider- 
ably nnderrated. The lord makes as good a bargain as he can, and if he be hard, the 
leseee gets off as much of the rates as he can. 

By Mr. Gronce Cavenpisu,—The lessor would have the power of de- 
termining the lease, if the mine could not be carried on.

the fresh root, so far as the formation of flesh is concerned.

If to this be added 9d. per gallon (the present and usual selling price of the spirit 
being 3s, 3d. a gallon), the profits would appear to be about 50 per cent. per annum 
on the capital. 

It will be seen that these calculations are made upon the assumption that all the 
mangold and beet is bought at £1 per ton, except that which is to be raised on the 
estate. In the present year the company may fairly calculate on 700 tons of mangold 
from the quantity of land sown, and in future years 30 acres may be estimated to be 
annually crop for consumption, whilst the other parts of the farm not so cropped 
will, in rotation, yield other agricultural produce, but of which no account is taken 
in the estimate. 

The payments, for safety, are all calculated on the highest scale, and in practice 
will no doubt be found to be much less than estimated, whilst the value of the spirits is 
taken at the lowest price, the present value being 3s. 3d, per gallon. 

The great advantage arising from M, Leplay’s patent is, that the residues of the beet 
or mangold after distillation remain uninjured as food for cattle. In the process of dis- 
tillation the roots lose about 40 per cent. in weight, so that out of the 3000 tons cal- 
culated upon, 1500 tons of residues, at least, will be left as food for cattle, and this 
it is proposed to sell at the very low figure of 10s. per ton, a preference in the sale 
being given to shareholders and those who supply the beet or mangold to the com. 
pany. As some doubts may be raised in the minds of parties who have not given the 
subject consideration, the following opinion of Professor Wilson, Mr. Robert Kane, 
and M. Blanchett, cited in Dr, Turners Ei. ts of istry, will tend to remove 
any difficulty on that head :—The sugar (which is transformed into alcohol) of beet 
is a subject which contains no ritrogen, and, when pure, no inorganic matter. It is 
| formed during the growth of the plant by the mere concurrence of air and water. 
And the other materials of the beet root which remain bebind after the sugar (or 
alcohol) isextracted contain the nitrogen and salts, which render beet useful as food 
or available as manure when returned to the soil. Hence the waste pulp i~ greedily 
purchased by the farmers for feeding.” 

Messrs, Dray have established such a distillery at Farningham, in Kent, and have 
proved the value of the residues after distillation by fattening and feeding a large 
numter of beastsand sheep thereon, and during the lambing season they fed 200 ewes 
principally on the residues; it has also been found to be exceedingly valuable for 
feeding milch cows. There is every reason to believe that the establishment of such a 
distillery will be of immense advantage to the two counties of Wilts and Gloucester, 
and that the agriculturalists supplying the beet and mangold will readily take the 
residues for feeding. The company, however, will always keep some cattle to feed 
on the residues. 

Although calculated at the commencement for the distillation of 3000 tons of beet, 
a much larger quality may be distilled by the same apparatus; the time occupied in 
the distillation of 3000 tons being 150 days only. It bas been found in practice 
good beet and mangold produce above 18 gallons of proof spirit to the ton; in the 
calculations here made the estimate has been taken at 16 gallons to the tononly. As 
to the means of disposing of the produce—the spirit being plain or neutral when 
rectified, ranking after grape spirit in value and quality, it is fitted to any use to 
which pure spirit of wine can be applied. It is used for many purposes where | oe 
spirit is not in favour, such as perfumery, &c. Many thousands of gallons of beet 
root spirits, paying duty of 15s. per gallon as foreign spirits, are imported from Bel- 
gium annually for the use of perfumers and aromatic spirit makers. This spirit is 
also employed in the fabrication of brandy in the north of France—two millions ster- 
ling in value were employed in this manner last year in France alone.

In Decem- 
ber, 1855, Sibley held 463 shares, upon whicha eall of 5s. pershare wasmade. After 
thie, he sold his shares, with the exception of 127, and the transfer was entered or 
the tost-book. These 127 were subsequently sold; application was made by the sc 
eretary for the amount due for calls on the whole of the shares, amounting to 115/. 5s 
About a month afterwards a letter was sent informing him that unless payment was 
made immediately his name would be handed over to merchant creditors. : In July 
1856, the shares were declared forfeited, and sold; and shortly after a creditor of the 
name of Michell sued Sibley for goods to the amount of 248/ 14s., sold and delivered 
to the company. The bill wa: filed for on injunction, which was gcanted on the terms 
of paying the 115/. 5s. into Court, the plaintiffs case being that the action was brough: 
by collusion. Bills were then filed against the committee of management and Michell, 
the creditor. An objection was taken by the committee that they could not represent 
the company, which was asimple partnership on the Cost-book System. The plain- 
tiff suing singly, and not on behalf of himself and other shareholders, could have no 
relief, no collusion was proved, and the committee denied that they had ever author- 
ised the threatening letter to be sent. The Vice-Chancellor was of opinion the com- 
mittee of management, who were the three defendants, did not represent the company 
This being a mere partnership, the plaintiff was entitled to a perpetual injunction, it 
being a rule that though a creditor could bring an action against a joint-stock com- 
pany, yet this would be restrained if there was collusion. But as the plaintiff had 
suggested to Michell a like proceeding against another person, the bill against him must 
be dismissed, withont costs, as well as that adverse tothe committee, likewise with- 
out costs. The 115/. 5s., however, must be repaid to the plaintiff. In this instance, 
it will be seen after a tedious litigation, both parties have had to pay their own costs, 
which a judicious compromise would have avoided. 





Caution to Cottrers.—At Tunstall Police Court, James Breeze, a 
chartermaater, was convicted and fined, for neglect of duty at Mr. Williamson’s Phin- 
nox Colliery: in violation of the rules for guidance of persons acting in the manage- 
ment of the collieries, he had neglected to descend the pit and examine the state of 
the ventilation previous to the men commencing work. Mr. Wynne, the Government 
Inspector, said a fatal accident had occurred on the day he was absent, which might 
not have happened had he not neglected his duty. _ Breeze pleaded indisposition, oc- 
casioned by drink ; but the Magistrate said it was important that persons who had 
charge of engines, or other responsible duties entrusted to them, ehould of all things 
avoid excesses; drunkenness on the part of such men was the worst offence which 
possibly could be committed, inasmuch as it led to others—rendered a man careless, 
reckless, or indifferent in the performance of his duty. It was incumbent on the 
bench to see that such duties were diligently performed, and to punish neglect: he 
regretted he could not inflict heavier punishment, as he deserved transportation.

The principle upon which they act i« thia— 
the alr would pass down the shaft in the neual way, and through the workings, but 
would then be returned up the «ame shaft instead of through another; this is effected 
by the blocks being a!! perforated, «o that there would oe, in an ordinary sized shaft, 
some 20 or 24 distinct chimneys, if they mxy be «o called; whilet the formation of 
the b'ocks renders collapse impossible. The rerult of this ey-tem is obrious. The 
pure air could be taken down the shaft, and distributed to the miners, whilst, by 
trap-doors, self acting, of course, the used alr could be drawn in 20 different stream» 
through the chimneys, by a furnace at sarface, Supposing no other good effect 
Were obtained, it is evident that every one spaft would furnirh the same amount of 
ventilation as two shafts do at present; there would, however, be no necessity for 
furnaces in any part of the mine, and therefore, if the use of safety lamps only 
were enforced, explosions would be almort impossible. The ventilation mart he 
Gouble that at present obtained, bat I much question whether, 1n practice, It would 
not be found that the ventMation produced by each elaft was greater than by two 
shafts at pre-ent.

tain quotation, without giving any further purticulars, or even to ne@gociate at the 
price of the day. In the first of there cases the broker sometimes reaps an advan- 
tage from the market having flactuated in his favour, and the client then considers 
himaelf entitled to that advantage. In the other case the share may be purchased 
or sold immediately on receipt of the instructions, but the market may have fluc. 
tasted against the client, who then considers he is justified in throwing the res 
ponsibility upon the broker. The difficalty the broker has to contend with is, that 
if ne-ellows the client to act in this manner he loses by the transaction, or at least 
doet not receive the profit to which he is entitied, while if he refuses to do so he 
loses his client altogether. I am willing to admit that in eom= ieclated casce the 
eandnet of ecrtain mine share dealers is not very creditable, but cannot do so with- 
out adding that the occurrence of discreditable actions by mine adventurers who 
become clients ere not less frequent.

Now, I impressed on several com- 
panies, when crashing by Berdun’s machines was the order of the day, that if they 
would reduce the quarts to a proper size for the balls to take effect, they would have 
been more successful; and although I have the most complete models in the Crystal 
Palace, showing how that can be accomplished, yet it is with difficulty you can 
make parties see its value now. Ilowever, we can stamp dry so easily, that the 
barytes manafacturers and small mines are beginning to see their value. Depend 
upon it, if ever the New Zealander spoken of by Mr. Macaulay should come to 
England, and take a turn through Cornwall, he will find stamps, as they are now, 
best for hard material. True, rollers have their place, bat I cannot heip thinking 
that I have seen them working to very great disadvantage, where stamps would 
have done the work well and with more economy. With respect to the flour mills 
also being so much more successfai than any of the other grinders, it is simply this 
—that all stamped ore is more easily ground than if the pieces were broken off 
with asmall hammer. The concussion of a7 cwts, stamp falling on a piece of

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The Ratine or Mrves question is again formally before the public— 
the Select Committee, to which we have already alluded, having com- 
menced their enquiry on Monday. Mr. Warren Barnuaipos, one of 
the law agents, at Alston Moor and Teesdale, of the London Lead Com- 
pany, was the first witness examined; and his evidence (which is full 
detailed in another column) was of the most interesting character, bot 
as showing how fully the mine adventurers provide for their own poor, 
although a may themselves be working the mine to a loss, and as 
proving the absolute injustice of further rating mines, whether by a di- 
rect tax upon the mine itself, or indirectly by rating the dues paid to the 
lord by the adventurer. Mr. C. L. Braptey, of Richmond, Yorkshire, 
the next witness, had been engaged in mining operations for the last 
20 years, and stated that the landowner had been deriving great benefit 
from the working of mines, in consequence of the increased value of their 
land, and he did not think their burdens had increased in proportion. 
He agreed generally with Mr. Baixsripor, having previously discussed 
the subject with that gentleman. 

The sittings were resumed yesterday, when Messrs. R. H. Jackson and 
W. P. Strvuve were examined. The former endeavoured to prove that 
mines should be rated, but we believe that a thorough consideration of his 
evidence will tell the opposite way. He admits that miners are already 
rated as heavily as other parishioners, that all are benefited by the mines, 
and that many of the miners have cottages and gardens, which would 
prevent them from leaving the neighbourhood, His evidence altogether 
tends more to show the possibility of miners becoming rateable to the 
parish than to prove that they have hitherto been relieved beyond the 
proportion paid by them in rates. Mr. W. P. Struve exposed the fal- 
lacy of comparing a mine to a farm underground, and, in a very compre- 
hensive manner, how unadvisable it would be to rate mines to the poor. 

So far, we regret to find, there appears to have been very little trouble 
taken by those most deeply interested to secure the desired result; and 
we can only repeat our assertion, that there is every reason to. believe, 
that if the miners and mine adventurers exert themselves to the extent 
which the importance of the question requires, they will be successful ; 
whilst ifthe past course of apathetic conduct be persevered in, a law may 
be passed which all will have reason to deplore. ‘One and all,” then, 
must use every exertion to bring forward such facts as shall prove, beyond 
doubt, that the bill is false in principle, and unjust toward the miner. 








The arrival of gold within the last sixteen days has been so continuous

As the position of matters in connection with the GengraLt Min1no 
Association (of Nova Scotia) has been brought before the public through 
our recent remarks on communications received from shareholders, it is 
well to give a short sketch of the history of this undertaking, and the pro- 
babilities which exist of its being placed on a more favourable basis as 
respects its lease and ultimate advantages. It it is well known that the 
Duke of Yorx, in 1826, obtained a concession from the Crown of the 
mines and minerals of Nova Scotia for 60 yeurs, which could only be ren- 
dered valuable to him as a commercial speculation, by being skilfully 
worked by enterprising individuals, possessing adequate means. It was, 
therefore, sub-leased to Mesara, RunDex1, Brinos, and Runpgx1, and by 
thew handed over to the General Mining Association, with which they 
were largely connected. 

Difficulties have arisen in giving legal effect to the leases under which 
the mines have been worked, but they are in progress of amicable adjust- 
ment, and so important is the question considered that a deputation from 
the Colonial Legislature has been appointed to proceed to this country to 
settle all points between the Crown, the Duke of Yorx’s representatives, 
and the General Mining Association. Under the original grant there was 
uo to raise only 20,000 chaldrons of coal, Newcastle measure (40,000 

inchester) annually, on pepaest of a rent of 3000/.; but, in 1845, the 

British Government extended the amount to 52,000 chaldrons, on payment 
of a royalty of 1s, per chaldron over and above the 52,000 chaldrons, 
The constitutionality of the grant, if the term may be used, has ever been 
a vexed question in the colony, and repeatedly leads to angry discussion 
and comment, On one occasion a case was referred by the colony for the 
consideration of three members of the bar in London, as to the validity 
of the original grant from the Crown, who gave an unqualified opinion 
that it was perfectly sound, but the opposition contended that the case was 
not fairly drawn up. 

It certainly does appear an anomaly, that the rights of the association 
should betbus disputed, after it has been formally incorporated in thecolony, 
as well as possessing a Royal Charter in England, and while the Executive 
continue to receive the yearly rent reserved by the agreement which forms 
the title of the company. The distinction drawn is, that the grant to the 
Duke of Youx was under seal, while the agreement under which the associ- 
ation held is parole ; therefore, that it is necessary for the House to pass 
an act toconfirm the title of the latter, and which the company now seek, 
under the assurance on their part that they are desirous of extending their 
operations in working the coal mines of Nova Scotia and Cape Breton, as 
#000 as the points in dispute are settled, and their own position legally 
established, On the other hand it is said, that should the present unworked 
and unopened coal minesin the province be surrendered tothe local Govern- 
ment under the present adjustment, which it is expected in the colony 

will be the case, that greater benefit will accrue to the state, than if ail 
7 gained in the hands of the association; inasmuch as other companies 
would be formed for bringing these dormant localities into commercial ac 
tivity, as respects the production of coal, and a very extensive business 
would be carried on, both in the colony, and by exportation to the United 
States andelsewhere. “ It appears but reasonable, therefore,’ remarks a 
correspondent, ‘that in the disposal of the question of the mines and 
minerals, whilst faith should be kept as respects past engagements with 
the parties in England, care should be taken to scoure the greatest possible 
extension, or establishment, of the interests of the colony also, consistent 
with the preceding claims legally and equitably regarded, as would lead to 
the development and increased working of these inexhaustible sources of 
Provincial wealth. It is well to remember that the present is ours, and 
that it is important to improve every possible opportunity of securing the 
Progress of the colony, and the introduction of capital and labour neces- 
the, for the beneficial advancement of its mineral and mining oe

Various circumstances have occurred lately to revive the interesting, 
although much-vexed question of gold reduction. The extraordinary fe- 
sults produced by Mr. Saurae under his process attracted much attention 
to the subject, and will, we understand, be followed up shortly by a com. 
mercial demonstration of the theory laid down by this gentleman ; but 
while he has confined his operations to a small scale, others have made 
arrangements for bringing the reduction of all auriferous matrices before 
the public on an exte plan. Werefer to the operations at Frodsham, 
in Cheshire, at works established by the Chancellorsville Gold Company, 
at an outlay of about 6000/, The details of what has been done, and the 
view taken of the gold question altogether, by the officials of that enter- 
prise, will be found in another column, under the head of “ Treatment of 
Gold Quartz,” 

In the statements referred to mention is made of some of the auriferous 
deposits in this country, and Mr. Harris, under whose superintendence 
the works are carried on, declares his conviction that Merionethshire is 
richer in the precious metal than any other equal area in the United 
Kingdom. The opinion thus publicly expressed will necessarily revive 
the hopes of many who have, warmly and conscientiously, supported the 
question of ‘*Gold in England,” but whose energies in prosecuting the 
subject have been paralysed by the diffivulties and discouragements thrown 
in the way, and chiefly because the efforts made were opposed to the set- 
tled views of those who considered themselves authorities in such mat- 
ters—that, in fact, all that could be known, was known, as to the produc- 
tion and reduction of gold. 

The works of the Chancellorsville Company is for the reduction of the 
ores imported from their own property, but the facilities which this esta- 
blishment will give for testing various productions, especially of home 
localities, will give an impetus to, and probably revive to its fullest extent, 
the question whether, by economical appliances, ores known to contain 
gold, but in small quantities, may not be rendered commercially profitable. 








The letters by the April Overland Mail from Australia, via Marseilles, 
were delivered at the commencement of the week, Their dates, from Mel- 
bourne, are to the 15th. Considerable interest was felt in the political posi- 
tion of Victoria, and doubt existed in the minds of some as to the stapility 
of the O’SHannassy Administration; but four out of the seven members of 
the Legislature who had accepted office in the new ministry had been re- 
elected without opposition, and our own correspondents were under the 
impression that the great popularity of the leader, and liberal spirit with 
which the new executive had determined to carry on the government, 
would counterbalance the opposition which the “‘red tapists” would bring 
to bear in the endeavour to recover their monopoly of office. The Legis- 
lature was to re-assemble on the day following the departure of the steamer 
for Suez, so that the May mail, which will be due here, by telegraph, on 
July 2, will bring important and interesting information. Not only shall 
we then know the general views of the Government and its chance of con- 
tinuance in power, but there is every reason to believe that the policy of 
the Government respecting railway extension will be then finally settled. 
Thisis a subject of great moment to capitalists in this country, for a con- 
siderable sum has already been invested in Australian projects, and there 
is every disposition to embark largely in such undertakings. Australia, in 
fact, is regarded by our moneyed men asa field for safe and most luora- 
tive employment of capital, and there is a general disgust, growing atronger 
daily, as respects all undertakings not identified with home or colonial ad- 
vancement and benefit. 

These views are fully borne out by the remarks of the Melbourne Age, 
of April 14, in its political summary for transmission to Europe, and from 
which we extract the following :--‘‘ Tho political interest of the hour,” 
says the editor, “‘is centred in the position and prospects of the new 
ministry. The ministerial elections are finished, with one exception, and 
of that the result is certain ; the Easter recess closes this day, and Par- 
liament resumes its session to-morrow. Of the seven members of the new 
eabinet four were re-eleoted without opposition—Mesers. O’SHANNASSY, 
Fostgr, Durry, and Horys, Dr. Gaggves’s constituency rejected him, 
and elected Mr. Ricuarp Haus in his place, Mr. CaaPMan, the At- 
torney-General was unsuccessful at St. Kilda; and Mr. Woop, the Soli- 
citor-General, at Brighton; but the latter gentleman has appealed to the 
mining constituency at the Ovens, and his election, which takes place in 
a few days, is looked on as certain. The ministry will, therefore, meet 
parliament with five of their members in the Lower House, which is one 
more than the new Constitution Act requires. It is very probable, also 
that both Mr, Cuarman and Dr, Guesves will be returaed by other con 
stituencies. Mr. O’SuHannassy has rightly resolved on maintaining his 
position with the force he possesses. The defeats his ministry have sus- 
tained at the outset are but temporary and fortuitous, and, therefore, per 
fectly retrievable. They were due mainly, if not wholly, to the superior 
activity of the ousted ministry and their partisans; who had, besides, the 
ad vantages of compact organisation, and the influence which a long tenure 
of office had given them; while, on the side of the new ministry, there 
was nothing except simple reliance on the support of the people. Mr. 
O’SHannasst’s ministry has, of course, been industriously assailed by 
a portion of the press; but it, undoubtedly, possesses the confidence of 
the country in a higher degree than its predecessor did in its very palmiest 
days. And, so far as they have yet gone, the ministry have certainly 
given proofs both of their capacity for the business of administration, and 
of their integrity of purpose, Our own conviction is that they will esta- 
blish themselves in power, and become more popular every day from the 
character of their measures.” 

The editor of the Adelaide Times—a disinterested writer of the adjoin- 
ing colony, designates the O’Suannassy administration as 

* An antipodean ministry, for while it excites surprise by its heterogeneous com- 
position, challenges scrutiny on the ecore of impartiality. Tn respect of nationality, 


it embraces three [rishmen and four Englishmen; and, in respect of religion, item- 


braces two Catholics and five Protestants —so far ‘ imperial usage’ has been observed. 


The most bitter enemies cannot be blind to the fact that O’Suannassy, Foster. and 
Durry are remarkable, beyond comparison, for their superiority in abilities and know- 
ledge with any trio of the last ministry. In estimating the cabinet it would be un- 
fair not to recognise the experience and attainments of Dr. Gaerves; there is no 
man in the assembly who ao thoroughly realises the character of a practical legislator.” 
It appears that the consideration of particular lines of railway has 
merged into the general question of what scheme is best adapted to the 
resources of the colony, financial and otherwise. In this manner the sub. 
ject is to be regarded, and evidence taken by a committee of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, immediately on the resumption of business by the House, 
and Mr, Mossman, the representative of the Geelong and Ballarat Rail- 
way Company, is to be examined thereon, It is evident, from all we 
learn from our transoceanic correspondents, that the railway question will 
be disposed of during the seasion, which was fast coming to a close, as the 
colonists are said to be tired, to the last degree, in the feeble attempts of 
Government to initiate a comprehensive system, while the effort to form 
that, which Mr, Wasroanru very wisely designated asa combination of 
extravagance and jobbery, a Government proprietorship, has disgusted 
them, particularly as the only line at work in, the colony is that to Sand- 
ridge, under two miles long, and known as the Hobson’s Bay and Mel- 
bourne Railway, the returns of which are equal to more than 650/. per 
mile per week, and the shares consequently are quoted at 34/. premium, 
on 502. paid. The works of the Geelong and Melbourne are, however, re- 
presented as most creditable to the engineer and the company, and have 
not exceeded 8000/. per mile in cost of construction ; but the enterprise 
is in a peculiar position, and to this point we refer in another article. 
The February mail from England had not, necessarily, reached Mel 
bourne, in consequence of the breaking down of the Oneida, on its way to 
Suez; and the February and March letters would, therefore, be delivered 
on the return of the Columbian, due May 9, ao that until then Mr. Moss- 
MAN could not be in receipt of the further powers and remittances sent 
forward by the February mail, from the Geelong and Ballarat Company, 
to enable that gentleman to complete terms of amalgamation wi!

that Mr. Tuonxs, the chairman of that Company, ws absent, for a short 
time, at Sydney, and the shareholders deferred a meeting until his return. 
It was clear, nevertheless, that no difficulty stood in the way of the rati- 
fication of the provisional agreement of amalgamation, entered into in 
England, by Mr. Mossxan ; and as the construction of the line from Gee- 
long to Ballarat was considered of the utmost importance in the colony, 
there seems no ground to apprehend the refusal by the Legislature of the 
Act of Incorporation; more especially, as we mentioned last week, that 
Mr. O’Saannassy would not, it was generally considered, risk his popu- 
larity, by allowing the interference of the Government in plans of railway 
extension, against the wish of the colonists that such matters should be 
left to private enterprize. 








The Anoto-Catrroanian Gop Mrxina Company has held their last 
meeting; yesterday the shareholders came to the resolution of winding up 
the affairs of the company, liquidators were appointed, aud in the course 
of a few months this association will have ceased to exist. Under thecir- 
cumstances of the cage, to our thinking, this was the most prudent course 
the directors could have adopted; they have made repeated appeals to the 
shareholders, and these have been but partially responded to; meeting 
after meeting has been held, resolutions were passed promising support and 
co operation; these have been but idle words, the sinews of war have not 
been forthcoming, and the consequence necessarily has been that the di- 
reotors have been forced to have recourse to the steps they have now re- 
luctantly adopted. Sir Henny Hunriey was invited to attend the meet- 
ing, so as to afford some explanations as to how the property has been at- 
tached in California; a letter from him was read declining to present 
himself to the shareholders, The company and he, it appears, are now at 
issue, he claiming some amount for arrears of salary due, while, at the 
same time, he has rendered no satisfactory account as to how he has dis- 
posed of the funds entrusted to hie charge. It must be borne in mind that 
the property is at present attached solely on account of adebt incurred by 
him; and it would only be a matter of common justice to the proprietary 
who have expressed such confidence in him, that some explanation how 
this occurred should be given to them. 

It would be of little utility here to refer back to the past history of the 
company; certain it is that since the re-appointment of Sir Hunrar 
Hunter by the shareholders in 1854, at the time the directors intended 
to supersede him, matters have gone worse, The whole career of the ma- 
nagement in California has been only famous for the futile excuses that 
from time to time have been transmitted to England, in order to amuse 
the shareholders, and lead them on to subscribe further capital; when 
this could no longer be obtained, the property was aitached in a mys- 
terious manner, which no one can elucidate except Sir Henry Huntigy, 
and he refuses to afford any explanation, although he has obtained the 
proceeds which led to the seizure of the property by the sheriff. We by 
no means wish to attribute sinister conduct to any parties; the managers 
of these gold mining projects have had great difficulties to contend with, 
and at the same time they have had large sums of money to disburse. 
How much of this has been fruitlessly expended, and lavishly thrown away,’ 
is now a matter of history ; it was always anticipated, from the high cha- 
racter and standing of the directors, that better results here would have 
been arrived at; it has, however, now followed the rest of its compeers. 
What may be the real value of the property it is impossible to say; pro- 
bably now that the company is deprived of the assistance of the inventive 
genius who has condescended to preside over their destinies so long as 
they had any capital to spend, they will arrive at its approximate worth, 
We make no further comments, but we must state that Sir H. Hunriay’s 
non-appearance at the meeting, after he had been invited to attend, left 
an impression on the minds of the shareholders that was anything but 
favourable to his general career as a gold mining manager in California. 
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Yesterday the Coprarpo Mixino Company held their half-yearly meet- 
ing, a full account of which appears in another column, From the re- 
port of the directors, it will be seen that although during the past six 
months the silver mines have not returned any profit, yet that they af- 
ford most favourable indications, and there is every prospeot that, if o 
rations are conducted energeticaliy, great results will be arrived at, The 
uncertainty of silver mining is not singular to Chili, For a long period 
the great mines of Kongsberg, which are now go rich, were unproduce 
tive, and had they not been the property of the Norwegian Government 
would, during many phases of their career, have been abandoned. The 
same observation may likewise be applied to those old workings which 
have been explored so deep and continuously both at Schemnitz in Hun- 
gary, and at Andreasberg, in the Hartz. 

According to the report of Col. Lroyp, Her Britannic Majesty’s Charge 
d’ Affaira, to the Foreign Office, there was, between 1830 and 1850 inclu- 
sive, exported from the different mines of the district of Copiapo bars of 
silver to the value of $21,912,719. In this was not reckoned any of the 
ores, such as ruby silver, sulphurets, or antimoniurets, but merely the 
native silver, or, as it is technically called, “ plata calida.” In 1861, 
from the port of Caldera there was exported of pure silver 3,030,874 ozs., 
of the “ plata fria,’ or other ores, 2,312,829 lbs. 

Our space will not allow us here to enter into a disquisition of the pe- 
culiar phases under which veins of silver are found and again lost for a 
period in the mines of Chili. The Gatto family, now the richest in the 
republic, after losing the vein, had at a depth of 266 ft. again found it 
entirely native, and brought up masses from 100 to 1000 marcs weight. 

The copper mines of Checo have returned a small profit. In Janu 
last a new lode was discovered ; aince then it has been gradually opened, 
and now wears a most promising aspect, ore being produced from it to the 
amount of from 7 to 8 tons per fathom, of 25 per cent. and upwards; and 
if the returns hold as good as the present reports appear to justify expec- 
tations, this property must be considered in a most flourishing condition. 

In the report of Col. Luoyn, it is stated, and the figures are given, that 
on 40,000 mares of silver the charges are 136/. 9s. 6d., while on the 
2964 tons of ballast, or worthless rock, sent with it ey 42437. 10s. 6d, 
He further states that this loss on carrying stones to England would en- 
able 2000 tons of coal to be sent from here, for the purposes of amelting; at 
the same time, he mentions that this fuel can be obtained from Talcahuano 
(Concepcion), at from 8s. to 163. per ton. There can be but little doubt 
that, if the proprietors of this association had smelted their own ores on 
the spot, they would long since have returned enormous profits. We could 
cite to them the instance of a company which, for a considerable period, 
has solely been producing poor ores, and had not these been reduced on the 
spot the concern must long since have been wound up; itis not nece 
here to allude to that which has been so often dilated upon in the Jounal, 
and never controverted by those interested—the large and grasping profits 
of the Swansea smelters. We will merely draw attention to the El 
Copper Works, near the city of Hamburg; the proprietors there are en- 
abled to make large profits, although they have to purchase their ores in 
South America, and obtain their coal from Newcastle and Sunderland, thus 
having to pay freight and shipping charges in both the ore and the fuel, 
and at the same time all materials are despatched from ros rape this 
ought to be enough to convince the greatest sceptic of the profits to be de» 
rived from smelting on the spot. One of the great bugbears raised by the 
smelting monopoly is the enormous capital required; this argument has 
been so often controverted, and its fallacy exposed, that it is bootless here 
to more than just allude to it. 

Another difficulty that has been started is the repeated failures that 
have taken place in many of these foreign undertakings. From whence 
hasthisarisen? In many cases from incompetent superintendence : com- 
missioners have been sent out with good names, but what have they in 
general been? Broken-down gentlemen, relatives of sume of the bo: 
pompous military officers, pretentious naval officers, solicitors without 
practice, and barristers who never heldabricf. The wrong man hasbeen 
in the right place, and hence the disaster. Mining and emelting by many 
is considered to be no profession, and if a person has a tolerable ematter- 
ing of accounts he is thought, provided he has interest with the directors, 
or some influential person, quite capable to superintend any mining ad- 
venture abroad. The directors of the Copiapo Mining Company are prac- 
tical men, and from their connection with other associations are intimatel 
acquainted with all the bearings of the case; and the shareholders woul 
have a guarantee from their experience that the persons whom they a 
pointed would be practically as well as theoretically acquainted with the 
wants and requirements of the post they undertook, and able to carry into 
operation the object of their mission. We have no hesitation in saying that 
if smelting had been undertaken when the question was first mooted, some 
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railroad, which is paying from 15 to 16 per cent., passes through them ; 
and as the traffic increases, asa natural consequence, each year these 
would acquire greater value. The republic of Cnili presentsa bright ex- 
ample to the other states of the Spanish race, which, since their eman- 
cipation from the mother country, would appear to be always emulatin 
their parent in civil disorder. From the time of the emancipation unti 
the present period, the Chilians appear to have directed their attention to 
the development of their national prosperity ; and the present returns of 
the custom-houses show the value of their trade; while the accounts re- 
erived prove the security, both of property and life, which prevails over 
the whole country. 

It will be seen that the Copiapo Mining Company is in a sound and 
healthy condition, each year increasing in value, and likely to return divi- 
dends; under any circumstances these must be shortly anticipated, we 
think they might have been attained before. Their extent must be dimin- 
ished, so long as, instead of reaping the profits of minerand smelter, they 
divide them with the Swansea interest, and allow them, without any risk, 
to take the ‘‘ lion’s share.”’ 


In deference to the opinion communicated from several colonists of 
Victoria, now in England, we refer to an article which appeared in our 
last Journal respecting railweysin Australia. These gentlemen assert— 
and support their views by the transmission of documents—that our re- 
marks on the anticipated profit of the GErLoNG anp Metsovrne Rat- 
way are liable to misconstruction by the general public. The words alluded 
to are—‘‘It is true that a large traffic exists between Geelong and Mel- 
bourne, and from this source alone it is estimated the shareholders will 
be recipients of 12 to 15 per cent. per annum, notwithstanding there is 
steam-boat competition; but when there are such auxiliaries as the line 
to Ballarat, and the projected Queenscliff and Geelong Railway and Port 
Phillip Dock Company, it is reasonable to suppose that the benefit accruing 
to the proprietary will be much more than the amount which is calculated 
upon from local traffic—indeed, it is impracticable to say the amount 
which may be received.” 

On perusal of the foregoing extract our correspondents will see that we 
cautiously used the expression “it is estimated,”’ because on a former oc- 
casion, when alluding to this undertaking and its traffic, we consideredit 
would be merely local and limited, until extensions or auxiliary lines were 
formed; but finding, ina document recently issued by the London agent 
of the company in question, that he “ estimated”’ a return of 12 to 15 per 
cent., we gave insertion to the paragraph with the reservation mentioned. 
Our own words were, when alluding to the Geelong and Melbourne Rail- 
way— which of itself is a mere connecting road between town and town, 
with water competition, would be comparatively nothing. Whereas with 
connecting links, such as auxiliary lines would effect, must become an in- 
vestment of value and importance.” The subsequent language of the 
London agent, which led us into this apparently contradictory position, 
was—"I am sanguine in the hope that the year 1858 will produce a fair 
working dividend of 12 to 15 percent. on the through traffic between Gee- 
long and Melbourne.” 

That the ground of this estimate is most fallacious, and, indeed, appa- 
rent; it is argued from the language of the agent himself, and our corre- 
spondents draw attention, in proof, to a memorial addressed to the Go- 
vernor of Victoria by ~~ of the Geelong and Melbourne Rail- 
way, prepared and signed here during last month, wherein it is stated 
‘ that one of the principal features which recommended the Geelong and 
Melbourne Company to the capitalists of England, and which, mainly, 
inflaenced your memorialists and others in supporting this enterprise, 
was the certain prospect of an extension of the line by Government or by 
a private company.” Ina subsequent paragraph of the same document 
it is likewise asserted ‘‘ that your memorialists are aware that the success 
of their railway, and the reward of their enterprise, depend mainly upon 
the extension of railway communication.”’ 

Such are the opinions of the shareholders themselves of the Geelong and 
Melbourne Company, which, our correspondents argue, do not warrant an 
anticipated division of large returns from local traffic; while, in further 
proof of the error committed by the London agent, in his sanguine expec- 
tation of profit, they transcribe the statement of Mr. A. Cuarke, the Sur- 
veyor-general of railways in the colony, and Member of the Legislature, 
expressed in his report to the Government, that the Geelong and Melbourne 
line of railway is “‘ generally perceived to be a misdirected enterprise, not 
only a3 regards the interests of Geelong, but those of the country gene- 
rally.” From all this, it is contended that our original impression was 
sound, and that, until extensions, or auxiliary lines, are brought to bear 
upon it, the Geelong and Melbourne must continue to be without those 
profitable sources of revenue which were looked to in the formation of the 
company, and which the shareholders declare to be their main source of 
profitable income; hence their strenuous efforts and petition to resist the 
adoption of any scheme of railway connecting Melbourne and Ballarat, 
by any other way than through Geelong; while projected undertakings 
branching into that line, and acting as powerful auxiliaries and lucra- 
tive feeders of traffic to it, will ensure the support of the shareholders both 
at home and in the colony. 














THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.] 

Jcne 11.—The standard at the ticketing last week, June 4, declined 
71. 1s., as compared with the sale in the previous week, making a differ- 
ence to the miners of 6s. 6d, per ton of ore. This is the most considerable 
fall in one week that has been known for along time; and no person can 
travel on the West Cornwall Railway, and in other parts of the West, 
and meet with mine adventurers, without hearing complaints of the con- 
duct of the smelters, and earnest wishes expressed that their combination 
and monopoly were overthrown. Up to April 29, fine copper was at 134/. 
per ton, and in about five weeks afterwards it dropped to 117/., the standard 
in the meantime being lowered in a more than corresponding degree. 
What can be the reason for this large and very rapid reduction? Ad- 
vices from the manufacturing districts show that the stocks of copper in 
consumers’ hands are unusually small, and satisfaction was on all sides 
expressed with the price at 126/. per ton. Why, then, should the smelters 
reduce to 1177. per ton, and, at the same time, make more than a corre- 
sponding reduction of the standard to the miners? 

Now, it is remarkable that in June, last year, the smelters played the 
trick of suddenly dropping fine copper from 126/. to 107/. 10s. per ton 
They did it then for the purpose of buying some large lots of foreign cop- 
per at a cheap rate, and there is too much reason to believe that they are 
practising the same manceuvre now ; and there is probably another reason 
for the present drop in the standard. It is understood that some large 
orders for copper for the East Indies will have to be executed in Septem- 
ber. The ores the smelters are now buying so low will before that time 
be turned into copper; and as, in all probability, the present reduction of 
price is temporary, should copper be advanced again to 126/. per ton by 
that time, the smelters will then sell at a very large profit what they are 
now buying so cheap. These are the mancuvres and “ dodges” to which 
the miners will always have to submit, until they go to work for them- 
selves, and form a miners’ smelting associatto¥, under the Limited Lia- 
bility Act, in which they would, no doubt, be assisted by London capi- 
talists. To show the necessity of such a measure, I will here produce a 
few figures, which will exhibit the loss the miners have sustained by the 
capricious and selfish conduct of the smelters within the last month. The 
following is a contrast of the prices given by the smelters to the miners 
at the first sale in May and the first sale in June :—

Here, after making allowance for the difference of produce between 63 
and 64, there is a fall of 16s. per ton of ore in one month, so that the 
3700 tons sold on June 4 would have made 2960/. more if they had been 
sold on May 4. Now, let us sce how far some of the principal mines 
which sold their ores last week were affected by this fall of 16s. per ton 
in one month :—

The above mines would have made so much more of their ores by the 
amounts specified in the last column, if they had been sold a month previ- 
ously. How long,will the miners allow themselves to be thus over-ridden 
by a combination of smelters? Let the money market become a little 


easier, and surely the adventurers of the above important mines, and many 
others in the county, will be ready to invite the assistance of London ad- 
venturers and capitalists, and form an association under the Limited Lia- 
bility Act to smelt their own ores, and thus rid themselves of the smelters’ 
unfair and oppressive practices. The Limited Liability Act would be 

favourable for the formation of such an association, the operations of 
which might be conducted at a fair profit, and tend to prevent future job- 
bing for the cheap purchase of foreign ores, and to maintain steady and 
reasonable prices a8 between producer and consumer, without those ex- 
treme fluctuations which are now so much complained of both by manu- 
facturers and miners, and which render their operatious and profits un- 
certain for any considerable period. 

The price of ore copper last week was 92, 1s. per ton, and it is observ- 
able that this is lower than the smelters would need to have it, to enable 
them to sell fine copper at 117/. per ton. Theaverage difference between 
the price of ore copper and of cake copper, taking the whole of last year, 
was about 22/. 12s. per ton; but, at last week’s sale, the difference be- 
tween ore and cake copper was 24/. 19s. per ton; so that the smelters 
have lowered the standard 3/. more than they had need to, in order to 
sell cake copper at its present reduced price of 117/. per ton. 

But although there is reason to complain of the smelters, and to believe 
that they are not acting fairly towards the miners at the present time, but 
are serving their own purposes for a temporary object, yet, when we turn 
to the corresponding sale in last year, we shall find that copper ores were 
then about 2s. per ton lower than they averaged last week. So that, to 
this extent, mining is even now more remunerative than it was at this 
time twelvemonths, 

The share business during the week has been dull, and prices in many 
mines show a tendency todecline, South Frances is reported to be look- 
ing better than for some time past, and shares are firm at 310/, Alfred 
Consols, 17/7.

It is true the impost 
will not ruin mining, but that is no reason why it should be tamely sub- 
mitted to. The pursuit of mining is of such a character that it ought to 
have every possible encouragement, and a tax in the shape of poor- rates 
must have a tendency to its discouragement. The committees appointed 
by the miners last year, in London and in Cornwall, should meet and con- 
sider what they had better do, under the circumstances, for the defeat of 
the rating measure. If they are not active the bill will be introduced, and 
pass easily, in consequence of their supineness. If, however, it should be 
thought that some kind of rating is likely to be imposed on mines, the com- 
mittees should at least urge that the rating ought in justice to be levied 
in a much less ratio on the royalties of mines than on the rentals of estates, 
because the former are only a temporary, whilst the latter are a perma- 
nent source of income; and the latter being of more value ought to bear 
a higher proportion of annual rating. Every day that a mine is worked 
its riches are taken away and cannot be replaced ; but the productiveness 
of an estate continues so long as it is cultivated. This may be urged in 
mitigation of the rating of mines; but the true friends of mining go fur- 
ther than this, and contend that it is impolitic to rate that branch of our 
national enterprise in any degree whatsoever. 





REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, ann LANCASHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

June 11.—We have nothing new to notice in the position of the Iron 
Trade this week. The mills and forges are generally well employed, and 
the demand for manufactured iron continues steady, both for home con- 
sumption and for export. The requirements for railway ironwork are 


very great, and there is every prospect of acontinuance, The prospects 
of the trade are generally very healthy. 

The Coal Trade is rather more active in Yorkshire than we noticed in 
our last, but the position of the Derbyshire trade is somewhat unaltered. 
South Yorkshire has the advantage of a good navigation, and of greater 
facilities for export by rail than Derbyshire; and these benefits have not 
been allowed to lie dormant by the coalowners of South Yorkshire. The 
construction of the South Yorkshire Railway was the first decisive step to 
develope the coal resources of that mineral field, and, since its opening, 
| collieries have grown up on its iron path in all directions, until the yield 
| has increased three and fourfold. At the present time there is a consider- 
| able demand for export to Grimsby, and more recently to Liverpool, the 
object being to supply the vessels in Liverpool with a coal suitable for the 
| purposes of steamers. The Derbyshire trade has rapidly progressed, and 

the excellent quality of the coal is such as to command a ready market. 
| The West Staveley Company, and the Staveley Works, send daily (the 
| latter especially) yery large supplies of coal to the southern towns for 

as-making purposes. 

| The South Yorkshire coal trade is rapidly developing itself. The coal 
| proprietors of this district have lately been giving their attention to plans 
| which are being matured for extending their trade to Liverpool by send- 
| ing their coals to that market for export (which has already so much be- 

nefited the neighbourhood of Wigan, Bolton, St, Helens, and North Wales),

at the latter place, that being considered the most central for South 
| Yorkshire coal proprietors and the Liverpool merchants. The result is 
| that South Yorkshire coal is already exported from Garston, on the Mer- 
| sey, and from the various trials that have been made it gives great satis- 
| faction. The space taken up in vessels by some kinds of coal, which 
| are obtained from North Wales and Lancashire, is so considerable as 
to render them very objectionable for the use of steam-packets compared 
with the South Yorkshire steam coal, the heating properties of which 
are concentrated in so much less space, and there is every probability 
that it will supersede much of the coal hitherto used in that market.

same experiment was tried with a mixture of half Scotch and half Irish; 
the “gy he the result :—Creevalea, 623 lbs. ; ditto, 578 Ibs. ; mean, 
600°5 lbs. ixture, 554°5 lbs. ; ditto, 524°0lbs.; mean, 539°25lbs. Out 
of a list of 51 varieties of iron, given by Mr. Fairbairn in his work on 
cast and wrought iron, not one gave so high a result, the strongest iron 
only carrying 567 lbs. The specimens on the table are Bowling, Apidale, 
Blair, Creevalea, and hematite, and a close examination of the fractures 
will show how very near is the resemblance between the best English iron 
and the Irish specimen. The order of their specific gravities is—Bowl- 
ing, 7°25 ; Creevalea (Irish), 7°09 ; hematite, 7:09; Apidale, 6°89; Scotch,’ 
6°82. With this Irish iron of adensity inferior only to Bowling and Devon 
—a tenacity superior to all—a closeness of grain and structure, so nearly 
resembling what we know to be the best iron that England can produce, 
would it be rash to hope for the very highest results from a vigorous ap- 
plication to this source of wealth in ourisland >” Mr, Anderson expressed 
a hope that the tide would soon turn in Ireland, and that we should soon 
be exporting, instead of importing, iron into this country. It was re- 
marked at the meeting that the iron in Queen’s County and Leitrim was 
excellent, but that specimens from a mountain of iron in County Cavan, 
near Lough Gorona, contained so much silica as to deprive it of value.

THE IRON TRADE—THE “ WARRANT” SYSTEM. 


The unsettled state of the Glasgow Pig-Iron Market, noticed in our last Journal, it 
appears arose from the fact that an important action was pending between Messrs. 
Bailey, Brothers, and Co., of Liverpool, and Messrs. Connal, of Glasgow, both firms 
of repute in the iron trade, as to the right of issuing warrante for iron not actually 
received and stored by the party issuing them. From a detailed report given by the 
Glasgow Mercantile Advertiser, itappears that the pursuers obtained, in May last, an 
interim interdict against the defenders, on the hearing of a petition which set forth 
that at one time a system prevailed in the iron trade of buying and selling in market 
upon what are termed ** market scrip ”’—an ordinary undertaking by iron manufac- 
turers to deliver a certain queetty and quality of iron, at a specified price, to the 
holders of the documents, This system proving inconvenient, it was agreed to by the 
trade that the principle applied in the case of dock warrants should be substituted for 
the “scrip,” on the understanding that warehousekeepers, issuing such warrants, 
should deal only with iron actually in their custody. The pursuers considered that 
they, and others in the trade, were prejudiced by the issue of warrants, by defenders, 
for iron beyond the quantity in their stores, thus creating a ficticious stock. 

The defenders explained that the trade had never come to any agreement about sub- 
stituting documents on the principle of dock warrants, and that the documents issued 
by them were not warrants, but obligations to deliver on demand certain quantities 
of iron of a particular quality, but not any special parcel; that to facilitate transac- 
tions they had been in the practice, with the knowledge of the whole trade, including 
the pursuers, of isening such obligations when the iron was in course of delivery into 
their store, although the delivery was not actually completed. That it was usual in 
practice for a dealer to send them a maker’s obligation to deliver on demand a certain 
quantity of iron, and request them to take delivery and store it; and occasionally, 
when there was a pressure of iron from makers into store, they gave what are called 
“warrants” when the iron was in transitu, and before they had in their actual pos- 
session all the iron which they were ordered to take delivery of. These warrants do 
not acknowledge that they have actually received delivery of the iron, or that any 
particular parcel of iron has been laid aside in their store, as represented by any par- 
ticular warrant, but only acknowledge receipt of an order of delivery upon a maker, 
and an obligation to deliver, when required, f.0.b., a certain quantity of iron. The 
defenders maintained that they were entitled to issue such warrants, wndthat the pur- 
suers could not prevent them doing so; although they personally would be quite 
a -Y vous prefer adopting the principle of dock warrants in hetero if the trade 
approved of it, 

Mr. Sheriff Steele, in his jadgment, held that the circulars issued by defenders stated, 
at least by the clearest implication, that the iron for which they issued warrants was 
actually in their stores. In Feb., 1856, the faye ment corresponded with the defenders, 
to ascertain whether their warrants, then in cireulation, represented iron actually in 
their yards, and the defenders then took pains to satisfy the pursuers that all their 
warrants were regular. They issued a circular to that effect, and nothing had since 
been suid to contradict it. It was no answer to the pursuere’ demand for redress, to 
offer them (as the defenders did) instant delivery of theiron. According tothe prima 
Sacie evidence of the document produced, the pursuers were entitled to the interdict. 
The pursuers, however, were bound to give undoubted security to the defenders, 
against loss or damage, the evidence being prima Sacie only ; but he found that the 
defenders did not require oie. He would grant the interdict as prayed for ; but 
tt Was proper to explain that he had no reason to suppose that any purpose of fraud 
was contemplated. He had no doubt that the defenders had been acting with perfect 
Rood faith, and from a desire to give pecuniary or other accommodation to parties who 
were bringing forward iron to be afterwards stored with them. But their doing so 
Was Cearly a breach of the understanding upon which they had dealt with the pur- 
Suers, and led them to rely on the integrity and, as it were, the purity of the iron 
Warrants in question, 

Urunisation or Metaiic Mrinerats,—Every day demonstrates that 
we are lamentably deficient in this most important element of metallur- 
cal science, though we admit considerable Lp a9 has been made.

Imerovements 1n Locomotives.—Mr, Victor Renault, of Bordeaux, 
has patented some improvements in regulating and directing of steam escaping from 
the cylinders of locomotive engines, Forked escape pipes are fixed in the cylinders 
where the straight ones now are, and the chimney is so formed that the driver can, 
by simply moving a swing valve, cause the steam to pass, from one or both cylinders, 
up the flue, or on the outeide of the flue, but within the chimney, The draft and con- 
sumption of fuel can thas be regulated to the greatest nicety. 


Rarts.—Mr. H. Bessemer, Queen-street-place, has patented some im- 
provement in the manufacture of rails, railway bars, and axles, which consists in 
forming the bar of different qualitiss of metal. Good malleable iron is rolled and 
placed in the centre of the ingot mould, into which some of Mr. Bessemer’s refined 
iron, neither puddied nor cemented, is poured, The part of the rail upon which the 
wheel runs being always of the patent metal. 


LigutinG AND VentTILATING Ratuway Carrtaces.—Mr. W. J. Curtis, 
Sebbon-street, Islington, has patented some improvements in lamps for railway car- 
riages. The principal feature in the invention is the admission of the air necessary 
to support combustion from the interior of the carriage. The heated nir is conducted 
along a tube at the top of the carriage, and pasees out through a cowl. 


Raiwway Cuatns,—Mr. J. Jobson, Litchurch, Derby, has suggested a 
modification of his machinery for producing moulds for casting railway chairs, patented 
November 23, 1855. In his former invention the patterns were de-cribed with sliding 
pieces, by withdrawing which recesses were left, into which other movable pieces 
were caused to withdraw, so as to admit of the mould being removed from the pattern. 
These movable pieces were shown as being controlled or guided, by turning upon 
pins or by being mounted upon levers, like a parallel ruler. By the present inven- 
tion Mr. Jobson causes these parts to be controlled by slides or by slotted plates or 
other guides, which guides may be of rectilinear, or angular, or curved, or mixed 
form, or so arranged that the movable pieces may be made to withdraw in various 
directions, as required. _ When an overhanging part or lip is required on the jaw of 
the chair, such part is withdrawn into a recess in one of tue movable parts of the 
pattern, and then they are withdrawn together. . 


Rattway Sionats.—Mr. W. H. Moore, Wenlock-place, Vity-road, pro- 
poses to arrange an apparatus in connection with a line of railway, so that the passage 
vf a train by acting on suitable instruments raises a stump, which, if another train 
passes, comes in contact with instruments in connection with the whistle of the en-
